Sleep Inn Conning To Columbia

In an announcement several 
years in the making, 
Columbia-Adair County 
Economic Development 
Authority chairman Dan Antle 
said Tuesday at the board’s 
October meeting that construc¬ 
tion on a Sleep Inn hotel will 
begin Friday in the commer¬ 
cial district beside Wal-Mart. 

“We are quite excited. 
We’ve got a 65-room Sleep 
Inn motel,” Antle said. “The 
groundbreaking will be Friday 
at 10:30.” 

Antle thanked local busi¬ 
nessmen Mike Neal, Terry 
Harvey, and Tommy Grider for 
their efforts in strategizing and 
planning the construction, and 
said that the new company will 
bring much-needed jobs to the 
county’s economy. 

“It will provide about 75 
construction jobs while it’s 
being built and 25 permanent 
jobs when it opens,” Antle 
explained. “Maybe this will 
lead to drawing other busi¬ 


nesses into development.” 

In other business at Tuesday 
Economic Development 
Authority meeting: 

•The board met with Megan 
Roe and Mitch Ruscitti, pro¬ 
ject managers at the Dept, of 
Business Development in the 
Kentucky Cabinet for 
Economic Development. The 
two work to recruit new busi¬ 


nesses and expand current 
businesses across the state. 

While no action or imme¬ 
diate business was discussed, 
the two conversed with the 
board and answered questions 
for almost an hour. 

Antle asked the pair how 
they recruit businesses to the 
state. 

“It’s our job to sell the cli¬ 


ent, the company, on 
Kentucky,” Roe said. “A big 
part of that is understanding 
the company. We try to get 
them to just come visit. If we 
can do that, we feel like we

Arnold Files For Mayor

The ripple effect of the City of Columbia’s newly 
instituted occupational tax continued its reverberations this 
week as Dr. Ben Arnold filed Tuesday as a write-in 
candidate for mayor. 

Arnold says that he only recently decided to get involved 
in local government, but that the new tax, coupled with the 
community’s failure to bring high-paying jobs to the area, 
motivated him. 

“I think that stopping this tax is a reasonable thing to do,” 
Arnold says. “I’ve been very clear about that. If the people 
want it, they won’t vote me in.” 

The passing of the one-percent occupational license tax 
bothered Arnold enough that he wrote two letters—which 
were printed in The Adair Progress and in other local media 
outlets—to Adair County’s citizens. He says that the first 
letter was a spontaneous reaction to the new tax, but he 
realized he didn’t present the people with a better option, so 
in the second, he announced his plans to run for mayor as a 
write-in candidate. 

“I didn’t really intend to run in this election,” Arnold 
says. “In a town like this, you don’t want to hurt anyone’s 
feelings. I thought though, if I can’t speak up and say what

Gentry Gets 20 Years 
For UCB Robbery

The Tennessee man that robbed United Citizens Bank at 
gunpoint and took branch manager Mike Curry hostage in 
October of 2012 was sentenced to 20 years in federal prison 
earlier this month. 

Eugene Earl Gentry, 63, remained free for a full year after the 
incident, but an attempt to rob Citizens Bank in Campbellsville 
led to his capture. After fleeing the Taylor County Bank, Gentry 
led police on a high-speed chase before crashing into a parked 
vehicle close to the Adair-Taylor line, suffering serious injuries.

MS Fundraiser Walk Set 
For Saturday Morning

A ten-mile walk from Asbury Methodist Church just across 
the Taylor County line to the Jim Blair Center in Columbia is 
scheduled for this Saturday, with all proceeds of the event going 
to help fund multiple sclerosis research. 

“I’ve had MS for about eight years now, and I decided to just 
try to do something to raise money, to give a little something 
back,” program organizer Peggy Jones says. 

The walk will begin at 7 a.m. from Asbury, and Jones will 
have workers set up every three or four miles along the way to 
pass out drinks and light snacks to participants, and Trinity’s 
Davenport Family Life Center will be open if participants need a 
bathroom break. Valets will be available along the way as well, 
to drive anyone who cannot complete the walk back to their 
vehicles. 

“We know some people might not be able to do the full 10 
miles but anyone who wants to participate can,” Jones says. “It 
doesn’t matter how far you walk.” 

There is no entry fee for participation, but all donations will 
go directly to the Louisville MS chapter. 

“It’s just going to be whatever anyone feels like giving,” Jones 
says. “We’re not asking for any certain amount.” 

Jones’ family, who helped her organize the walk, will be set up 
at the Blair Center when walkers arrive, serving breakfast from 
8 until 10 a.m. and fish sandwiches and hot dogs after 10. All 
walkers are encouraged to stay and enjoy the food, but the 
general public is invited as well. The food is free, but like the 
walk, all donations will be appreciated and go straight to MS 
research. 

“I really hope we have a good turnout,” Jones says. “It’s our 
first year, so we’re not sure what to expect.”

One of the more bizarre and sad international sports 
stories of the past year came to an anti-climatic end this 
week when Olympic sprinter Oscar Pistorius was 
sentenced to five years in South African prison for 
shooting and killing his girlfriend, Reeva Steenkamp. 

For the uninitiated, Pistorius, AKA The Blade Runner, 
AKA Po’ Lil’Tink Tink, was the double-amputee 
Olympic sprinter with no legs from the knee down, who 
wore prosthetic blades in competition. He competed in 
theParalympics and Olympics for South Africa, was 
regarded as a hero in his home country and around the 
world, proof that even the greatest odds can be 
overcome with hard work, dedication, and endurance. 

All those sentiments crumbled away on Valentines 
Day of 2013, when Pistorius shot Steenkamp through his 
bathroom door, where she had barricaded herself inside. 
He claimed he thought she was an intruder, which 
allowed him to escape murder charges, but he was found 
guilty of culpable homicide. 

World-class athletes becoming killers is nothing new, 
sadly. Footballers O.J. Simpson, Rae Carruth, Ray 
Lewis, and Aaron Hernandez have all been linked to 
murders in some capacity. I’ve always been fascinated 
by how different people respond to such tragic events. 

In Simpson’s case, he was cleared of the murder 
charges, but his squeaky clean image was forever 
tarnished. He went from being one of the original 
athlete-tumed-movie-stars to a much-maligned pariah, 
and eventually earned a lengthy prison sentence for 
kidnapping after he held a couple of sports collectible 
dealers hostage. His fall from grace, from the low speed 
Bronco chase all the way through his trial, was probably 
the biggest news story of my lifetime, up until 9/11. 

Rae Carruth, while not the trigger man, was convicted 
for his role in his girlfriend’s 1999 murder, effectively 
ending his brief NFL career. He fled from police for a 
while before he was apprehended, and is still in prison, 
where he will remain for at least another four years. 
Carruth’s case seems the most likely parallel for 
Hernandez, who is expected to be convicted of multiple 
murders and serve at least a few decades in prison. 

Ray Lewis turned his life around and found the most 
success after he was linked to a Super Bowl Sunday 
double-murder in Atlanta in 2000. While initially 
charged with murder, Lewis pled down to only an 
obstruction of justice charge in exchange for his 
testimony against two friends. He went on to become the 
best linebacker of the 21st century and win two Super 
Bowls. He now works for ESPN as a color analyst. 

I don’t know these individuals or their guilt, so I’m 
only going to comment on their life after the murders. 
Carruth, and probably Hernandez, will pay their debt to 
society the traditional way, by serving their time. Their 
redemption can only come upon their release, if that 
ever happens. Maybe they will turn their life around or 
maybe they will go right back to a life of crime and 
violence, only time will tell. 

Lewis and Simpson had similar opportunities though 
and responded in vastly different ways. While much 
older in 1994 than Lewis was in 2000, Simpson took 
advantage of his freedom in about the worst possible 
way. He never showed any sorrow over the loss of his 
ex-wife, and seemed smug about the whole ordeal, like a 
man that got away with murder and wanted everyone to 
know about it. 

Lewis, on the other hand, became an ordained 
minister, Hall of Fame football player, Super Bowl 
champ, and as weird as it seems to say, a role model of 
sorts. He became proof that bad decisions, no matter 
how tragic the consequences, can be overcome. I don’t 
know the extent of his involvement in the double¬ 
murder, and definitely don’t condone it, but you almost 
have to admire how he bounced back from a situation 
that very easily could’vespiraled into a lifelong 
cautionary tale. 

Pistorius, who could serve as little as 10 months in 
prison (with the rest of the sentence being carried out in 
his home), can go in any of the aforementioned 
directions. He can take the O.J. route, and return to 
society as a bitter, violent bully, but he could also go the 
Ray Lewis route, and refuse to let a terrible, violent, 
tragic act define him for the rest of his life. Like Lewis, 
Simpson, Carruth, and Hernandez, some people will 
only see him as a killer, now and forever, but as long as 
he is able to get past it, he can probably return to track. 
Eventually, and more importantly, he may even be able 
to re-establish his standing as a role model for kids, with 
or without disabilities. It’s happened before. 




Butler and Montgomery in Early Adair County 

The travels of Nathan Montgomery, John Butler, William Butler 
and others in what is now is Adair County, prior to settlement, as 
originally written by Judge Rollin Hurt. 

During the War of the Revolution and the years immediately 
following its close, the Indians made incessant war upon the feeble 
and scattered white settlements in Kentucky. They would slip 
stealthily into the country, fall upon the whites before their presence 
was known, and then, as stealthily, withdraw into their own country. 
To ward off such attacks, spies were employed whose duties were 
to roam the forests as the Indians did, to keep a lookout for 
marauding savages, and, with all dispatch, give warning to the 
whites of any dangers threatened from such sources. Two of these 
spies or patrollers were provided for the safe guarding of the infant 
white community in Lincoln County. They were to primarily keep 
an oversight upon the movements of the Indians who resided to the 
south, and to give warning of any impending attack from that 
quarter. 

To fill the position of a spy at that time and in this state required 
great physical courage, strength and endurance; eagle eyes to detect 
the least visible signs of Indians being or having been in the locality 
observed; a silent nature which gave no sounds to betray its 
presence; the most accurate knowledge of woodcraft; the 
stealthiness and cunning of a fox to prevent falling a victim to the 
wiles of the Indian; patience as long as a summer’s day; and speed 
like the greyhound to convey information of danger when obtained. 

One of the persons designated for this duty was Nathan 
Montgomery, who was bom in Westmoreland County, Virginia, but 
who had at a very early time come, or had been brought into, the 
Holston River country and from there to Kentucky along with the 
early immigrants. While a man not above the ordinary in size, he 
was remarkable for his physical strength and endurance, and for an 
ear and an eye as sharp and a foot as fleet as any Indian. He 
performed the duties of a spy for five successive years, 
continuously. He had, first and last, many hair breadth escapes from 
the Indians, and engaged in many thrilling adventures with them. 
He came with Colonel William Casey to Adair County in 1789 and 
became a permanent inhabitant of what has since been the county. 

After coming to Adair County to make it his permanent abiding 
place, he and Captain William Butler performed the offices of spies 
for the protection of the people of the county. He was a member of 
the first county court, which was organized in the county, and was 
the presiding justice of the first county court of the county, which 
was held on the 24th day of May 1802 at the dwelling house of 
James Walker. The dwelling of James Walker, at which this first 
court for the county was held, stood a few yards to the southeast of 
where the residence occupied by Judge James Garnett in the latter 
years of his life is situated, and between that residence and the 
location of the Lindsey Wilson School building in the town of 
Columbia. 

Montgomery was a member of the General Assembly from the 
county of Green at the time the county of Adair was created by an 
act of the Assembly. He left surviving him, besides other children, 
two sons whose names were Lawson Montgomery and Nathan 
Montgomery. Lawson Montgomery was a soldier in the war with 
Mexico and died while in that service in 1848 in the Castle of 
Perote from an attack of cholera. Nathan Montgomery, Jr. resided in 
Columbia, Kentucky, where he died about the close of the Civil 
War. He left surviving him two sons, Thomas W. Montgomery and 
John B. Montgomery, both of whom are now dead. 

One of those who assisted the elder Nathan Montgomery as a spy 
was Captain John Butler who served in that capacity for one or two 
years. He was bom in Maryland, in the year 1769, and was in 
Lincoln County at a very early age. He was reputed among the 
earlier settlers of this county to have been of Indian blood to the 
extent of one quarter. He was of ordinary stature and weight, but he 
had iron muscles and was of great activity. He could endure the 
greatest degree of fatigue and was swift upon foot beyond all of his 
associates. He was a trained woodsman and possessed extraordinary 
coolness and courage upon occasions of personal danger. He was, 
also, one of those who came to Adair County with Colonel William 
Casey in 1789, and, thereafter, resided in the county. The traditions 
of him are to the effect that he was honest to the core, charitable to 
a fault, hospitable, a faithful friend, a kind neighbor, silent in his 
manner, and never engaged in anything calculated to excite laughter 
and had no enjoyment of a joke. He served as a captain of cavalry 
in the war of 1812; his company composed a part of the regiment of 
Kentuckians of which Colonel Young Ewing was the colonel and 
Solomon P. Sharp was a major. Captain John Butler left surviving 
him a son, whose name was Champness Butler, and who lived until 
his death in Adair County. Champness left a large family surviving 
him at his death on 10 June 1867. 

His (Champ Butler’s) sons were Nathan Gaither Butler, Colonel 
Edward Butler, Judge John W. Butler, William Butler, Joshua 
Butler, Isaac Butler, James Butler, (and a daughter) Mrs. James

I believe is the truth, who can I 
expect to do that? So I accepted 
that sense of responsibility.” 

Arnold has three main 
focuses as he starts his bid just 
a matter of weeks before the 
election, and they all revolve 
around making the City’s gov¬ 
ernment more streamlined and 
efficient: Lower taxes, a new 
approach to economic devel¬ 
opment, and merging city and 
county services. 

“The occupational tax gives 
incentive for businesses in the 
city to move across county 
lines,” Arnold says. “I’m not 
opposed to taxes, but I don’t 
think we need that tax today. If 
I win, the City Council will 
have to see it as a mandate that 
the people don’t support the 
tax ” 

Arnold says that local gov¬ 
ernment has followed in the 
faulty footsteps of the state and 
federal government. 

“In government, the model is 
get the money, then find the 
project,” Arnold explains. “The 
business model is to get the 
project, then see how to fund it. 
That’s what we need to do.” 

In addition to repealing the 
occupational tax, Arnold has 
also proposed that property 
taxes be cut in half, a prospect 
he believes the City can afford 
if it eliminates some of the 
bureaucracy and administration 
costs and shrinks its staff. 


“My belief is that we could 
cut that and not lose any serv¬ 
ices,” Arnold says. “The mayor 
doesn’t need a big staff or a big 
office.” 

Arnold’s approach to eco¬ 
nomic development, and more 
directly, creating jobs, is grass¬ 
roots in nature, and he says 
he’d prefer to encourage and 
support local entrepreneurs 
than to pay a recruiter to bring 
in a big company with low- 
paying jobs. 

“We haven’t believed in our 
local people enough,” Arnold 
says. “A lot of young people in 
this town can and want to be 
very successful. I hope that 
they can do that here and not 
have to move away. We don’t 
need to pay people to sit in 
offices and talk about eco¬ 
nomic development.” 

Business recruiters, a long¬ 
time staple of economic devel¬ 
opment efforts in Adair County, 
are outdated and unnecessary, 
according to Arnold, and he 
says that there are cheaper, bet¬ 
ter ways to spur economic 
growth at the local level. 

“I think the old model of 
having a representative that 
goes to Frankfort or goes out 
and gets low-paying jobs, it 
might be what we needed when 
the manufacturers closed down, 
but that was 20 years ago,” 
Arnold says. “What we need 
now is something different—a 


new vision. We need to encour¬ 
age and support the people who 
make money in Adair County 
to keep the profits here. If 
we’re smart, we can do that.” 

Encouraging small busi¬ 
nesses to grow and expand is 
not Arnold’s only vision for 
economic development though. 
While he is against paying a 
recruiter, he says he would 
encourage companies to locate 
here, but would rely on an 
advisory board of volunteers 
rather than a paid ambassador. 

“I would pinpoint 15 or 20 
people in Adair County that 
have expertise in different 
areas to meet with people,” 
Arnold says. “If someone 
wants to bring a bank to 
Columbia, I want them to meet 
with our bankers. If someone 
wants to bring an agriculture 
business, I want them to meet 
with farmers. And they’ll do 
this for free—they’ll do it out 
of the community’s interest.” 

Perhaps the most ambitious 
of Arnold’s plans, if elected, is 
to merge the city and county 
governments to increase effi¬ 
ciency, even though he 
acknowledges that similar 
efforts around the state have 
not been successful. 

“I want to spend a lot of my 
focus on merging the city and 
county,” Arnold says. “The rea¬ 
son I think this hasn’t worked 
in other places is because the 


city, which is usually smaller 
and weaker, wouldn’t give up 
control of their domain. I just 
want to run the government 
and the services more effi¬ 
ciently.” 

In particular, Arnold notes 
the City Police and City Gas 
Dept, as areas that could be 
merged with the county. He 
believes that the city/county 
jurisdiction separation on 
police only makes law enforce¬ 
ment efforts less efficient, and 
that if combined, fewer officers 
could better protect the com¬ 
munity than the present divi¬ 
sion of forces. 

As for the Gas Dept., Arnold 
favors combining the entity 
with county sewer and water 
services, and lowering prices. 
He says that a service to the 
people shouldn’t be a profit 
center and would be better run 
with a board of directors in 
charge. 

Win or lose, Arnold says he 
will stand behind the com¬ 
munity and continue to do any¬ 
thing he can to help it prosper. 

“If I lose I won’t stop caring 
and looking for what’s best for 
the community,” Arnold says. 
“If I win, I will reduce costs, I 
will return some money back to 
the citizens and taxpayers, and 
I will look for how we can 
bring more money to the com¬ 
munity.”

“We’re just glad to have the case behind us,” Columbia Police Chief Jason Cross 
says. “Sgt. [Tracy] McCarol as well as the rest of our Dept, worked many man hours 
to build an airtight case. We commend Ofc. McCarol for his thorough case work.” 

Gentry was charged for the crimes last December and pled guilty in July to two 
counts of bank robbery, carjacking, and wielding a handgun during a violent crime. 
He will not be eligible for parole. 

“I’m just glad it’s over,” Curry says. “I’m glad he was caught and justice was 
served.”

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the former County Clerk 
of Adair County, Kentucky, for the period January 1, 2014 through February 28,2014, and the related notes to the financial statement. 
Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of this financial statement in accordance with accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of a financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due to 
fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Countv Fee Officials 
issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. The 
procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statement, whether due to fraud or error.

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the former County Clerk on the basis of the 
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 
Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the former County Clerk, as of 
February 28,2014, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the period then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the former County Clerk for the period January 1, 2014 through February 28, 2014, in accordance with the basis of accounting 
practices prescribed or permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated June 27, 2014 on our consideration of the 
former Adair County Clerk’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of 
laws, regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to describe the scope of our 
testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the former Adair County Clerk’s internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral 
part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards in considering the entity’s internal control over 
financial reporting and compliance.

“The majority of economic 
growth in the state, 70 or 80 per¬ 
cent, comes from expansion and 
support of existing small busi¬ 
nesses,” Roe said. 

When asked about bringing 
business to Adair County, Roe 
was complimentary of Adair 
County’s assets, but stopped 
short of making any promises or 
predictions. She praised the 
school system’s efforts to 
become Work Ready, saying that 
the focus helps teachers shape a 
capable workforce, and also 
noted Columbia’s physical and 
geographical advantages. 


“At least you guys have 
already got some inventory 
[with the Industrial Parkl,” Roe 
said. “You’re in a great situation 
geographically, sitting right on 
the parkway.” 

Board member Randy Bums 
asked Roe how they supported 
small businesses to encourage 
growth. 

“I think communication is 
key,” Roe said. “Staying in 
touch with us when you do have 
challenges—if you all see an 
opportunity where a company is 
trying to grow, give us a call.” 

Roe also mentioned small 
business tax credits, which pro¬ 
vide tax relief for businesses that 
employ fewer than 50 people.

Garrett Conover. Nathan G. Butler was a lieutenant of the infantry 
in the Civil War and Joshua Butler and William Butler served as 
soldiers in the company of which Nathan was a lieutenant. Colonel 
Edward Butler was a lawyer and Judge John W. Butler served as 
clerk and judge of the county court for a term in each office. 

Note 1: Nancy Montgomery Berley, Columbia, Kentucky, 
researched the Montgomery family and reported that Nathan 
Montgomery was born in either Westmoreland or Amherst County, 
VA between 1758 and 1765, the son of John Montgomery and 
Martha Miller. Nathan married Elizabeth, perhaps Lawson, who 
died after 1803 in Adair County, and had by her at least three 
children: Clayton, who married 1827, to Juliet Morrison; Lawson, 
died 1848 in Castle of Perote, Mexico, married 1828, to Elizabeth 
Stapp; and Nathan, Jr., died circa 1865 in Adair County, who 
married 1839, to Patsey Winston. 

After the death of his first wife, Nathan Montgomery married 
Flora Miller, on 18 May 1808, and had one child: James, who died 
in Schuyler County, Illinois in 1841. Nathan, Sr. died in Adair 
County on 6 July 1835 and was buried in the Fletcher cemetery. 
Flora, the second wife, who was living in Schuyler County, IL in 
1841 at the time of her death, was a daughter of Joseph and Lillie 
Allen Miller. 

Note 2: Captain John Butler was captain of “Butler’s Company,” 
Company B, Fourth Kentucky Mounted Volunteer Militia, 
commanded by Lt. Col. Young Ewing, War of 1812. Captain Butler 
appeared on the muster roll from 18 September 1812 to 30 October 
1812, a total of 43 days, most of which time was at or in the 
vicinity of Vincennes, Indiana, a distance of about 220 miles from 
Adair County. 

More on Captain Butler and his descendants will follow in the 
coming weeks.

Winter 
Pool For 
Green 
River Lake 


Due to scheduled main¬ 
tenance at the Green River 
Lake Control Tower, the 
Louisville District Corps of 
Engineers has approved a 
temporary change in the 
lake’s 2014 drawdown. 

Since 2002, the winter 
pool elevation has been 668 
feet mean seal level (msl). 
Historically, the winter pool 
elevation was 664’ msl. The 
approved deviation will 
allow Green River Lake to 
return to its historic winter 
pool elevation level of 
664’msl for just this one 
year. 

Upon completion of the 
work at the control tower, 
the lake will start rising to 
668’msl where it will 
remain until March 15, at 
which time the normal 
schedule will be followed to 
bring the lake to its normal 
summer pool of 675’ msl.

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Adair Blanks Muhlenberg, Moves to 7-1

Indians 39 Muhlenberg County 0 

After suffering their first loss of the season the week before to 
Class AAA power South Warren, the Indians were home again to 
host the 6A Mustangs of Muhlenberg County on Senior Night. 
Adair would rebound from their lone loss with a vengeance, 
shutting out the visitors and moving to 7-1 on the year with the 39- 
0 victory. 

“I thought we gave a really nice effort defensively,” Head Coach 
Travis Gay said of the win. “Coach [Robert] Meacham and the staff 
came up with a nice plan and we were able to execute.” 

It was evident from the early going that the Muhlenberg County 
offense had no answer for the Tribe. A quick three-and-out forced a 
Mustang punt and despite the impressive kick, Adair took over at 
the 33. 



Senior defensive back Austin Alley brought down a 
Mustang at midfield Friday night. Alley also added an 
impressive interception, which he returned for a 
touchdown, late in the fourth quarter to boost Adair to 
the 39-0 win. 

An explosive run from junior fullback DaQuan Smith gained 14 
yards to start things off for the Indians, and a Lonnie Grant carry 
after an option pitch took Adair across midfield. Another carry from 
Grant, this time a misdirection handoff up the middle, picked up 25 
more. Another fullback trap from Smith picked up 18 yards on third 
and four, and from the goalline, sophomore Chance Melton pressed 
a quarterback sneak into the endzone. Senior kicker Brandon 
Burton notched the point after, and Adair led 7-0 with 7:27 to play 
in the opening frame. 

On Muhlenberg’s second drive, Josh Brown led a gang of Indians 
in destroying an attempted quarterback sweep, and then junior 
safety Shea Martin laid out impressively to break up a third down 
pass attempt and force another punt. A nice return from Burton set 
up the Indians in Mustang territory at the 48 yard line. 

A handoff to Jordan Lasley gained six yards on first down, and 
then Melton found sophomore wideout Cameron Lasley wide open 
on a vertical route in the seam for a 43-yard score. The extra point 
hit the crossbar, and Adair led 13-0. 

Both teams would go more than a quarter without lighting up the 
scoreboard as Adair failed to convert a fourth down attempt and 
Muhlenberg dropped a pass in the endzone and then overthrew a 
receiver for a turnover on downs of their own. 

The Indians took over on their own 30 yard line, but a 


miraculous escape from a crowd of defenders and impressive 
display of speed and agility from Jordan Lasley resulted in a 19- 
yard gain on first down to put Adair at midfield. Carries from Smith 
and Melton brought up third and short, and Lasley took another 
motion toss for a gain of 10 more yards. 

With 1:25 to play in the half, Melton found Grant for a gain of 
nine, and on the following play, a third toss to Lasley saw the 
sophomore slip through the defense for a 16-yard touchdown run 
and a 19-0 halftime lead for the Tribe. 

The Indians went three-and-out to open the second half, but 
stopped a Muhlenberg fourth down attempt with impressive 
reactions and tackling in the secondary on a curl route short of the 
sticks. Again, however, Adair was forced to punt, and a QB keeper 
from the Mustangs brought them across midfield and into Indian 
territory. 

From there, a forced fumble was recovered by Brandon Burton at 
the 37 yard line, and with just over five minutes remaining in the 
third, the Indians established another scoring drive. 

The drive started with an elusive Melton scramble as the 6-foot-4 
signal caller weaved his way through the Muhlenberg defense for 
23 yards. An inside handoff to Lasley gained 17 more to the 
Mustang 25 yard line, before a second Melton run on an option 
keeper brought Adair down to the six and an inside handoff to 
Lasley capped off the drive. With 4:03 in the quarter, Adair led 25- 
0 . 

On the ensuing kickoff, a low line drive hit a Mustang returner 
near midfield, but the velocity and surprise of the kick allowed 
Shea Martin to make another stellar play and recover it at the Adair 
48. A beastly run from DaQuan Smith was negated by an 
unsportsmanlike conduct penalty on Adair, and Adair ultimately 
squashed the opportunity to score. 

Trailing heavily in the fourth, Muhlenberg continued their 
attempts through die air, completing one pass for 14 yards on the 
opening drive of the quarter before turning it over on downs again. 

A counter play to Lasley on second and six picked up 40 yards 
down the Muhlenberg sideline, and a Lonnie Grant touchdown was 
negated by a hold on the following play. Adair would overcome the 
penalty yardage, however, as another toss to Grant carried the 
Indians back to the three yard line before Lasley beat the defenders

Jones Wins National Championship

An Adair County man captured a national fishing championship 
last weekend in Somerset. David Jones of Knifley, and his 
tournament partner of eight years, Richard Williams of Paris, Tenn. 
took first place in the semi-pro division of the Cabela’s Crappie USA 
National Championship Classic on Lake Cumberland. 

The pair qualified for the tournament with a second place finish in 
a tournament on Green River earlier this year, and it was Jones’ fifth 
qualification in the last six years. This, however, would be his first 
time participating in the national championship tournament. 

“I’ve qualified over the last several years, but had never 
participated because the tournament wasn’t held anywhere close,” 
Jones explained. “I found out two years ago that the tournament 
would be on Lake Cumberland this year, and so I started preparing.” 

The preparation paid off. Jones and Williams captured the top spot 
and the national title over more than 250 other competitors with a 
weigh-in total of 19.56 pounds over the two-day competition. 
Tournament rules dictate that teams can weigh in seven fish per day, 
so the pair narrowed their haul of more than 40 fish to the best seven 
from each outing. They also reeled in the tournament’s Big Fish 
award, landing a crappie that weighed in at 2.41 pounds. 

At the end of day one, Jones and Williams held first place by 
more than a pound, and as the tournament leaders, were joined by a 
television camera crew for day two. 

“The crew was with us from daylight until about 10 that 
morning,” Jones recalled. “From there, they went on to the second 
and third place teams.” 

Day two, however, brought with it a need for strategy. The duo 
had spent much of day one at their primary spot, a location on the 
main lake, near the dam, over some rocky bluffs covered in brush. 
Jones and Williams cast their jigs into the brush and found 
impressive success, netting more than 11 pounds on day one. But on 
day two, the fish were much smaller. 

“In tournament fishing, everything has to fall together,” Jones 
said. “You can have fish in one spot today and then they’re gone 
tomorrow. We had spots with fish on Wednesday before the 
tournament started, and by Friday they were gone.” 

But the duo held on. Moving to a spot they had left untouched on 
day one, Jones and Williams began fishing for the traditionally 
smaller white crappie that inhibited the new area. 

“We were hoping to have a large enough lead after day one that

we could go get the white crappie if the fish weren’t biting at our 
other spots on Saturday. We wanted to try for ten pounds that day, 
but it just wasn’t there.” 

Jones and Williams finished with eight and a quarter pounds on 
Saturday, enough to claim both men’s first national championship by

Today is Thursday, Oct. 16. 

While I’m writing this, you 
probably still haven’t finished 
the current copy of The Adair 
Progress, and this column 
won’t be read by anyone but 
myself until Monday or 
Tuesday of next week. But 
I’m writing it now, and I’m 
writing it about Peyton 
Manning breaking Brett 
Favre’s all-time NFL touchdown pass record. 

As I type, Manning has 506 career touchdown passes, 
three shy of Favre’s all-time mark. The Broncos host the 
49ers this week, and with their noted defense, the three- 
touchdown outing needed to surpass the former Packers 
(and Vikings, and Jets, and Wrangler jeans) gunslinger 
might seem unlikely. At least it would seem that way if 
you haven’t been paying attention for the last 17 years. 

Peyton Manning actually broke this record a long time 
ago. Aside from a difficult rookie campaign when he 
threw 368 interceptions (that’s an unofficial number), 
Manning has been an elite, touchdown-thro wing cyborg 
from the future sent back to, well, throw touchdowns. My 
10-year-old self was already a Colts fan, and therefore a 
Peyton Manning fan, even though he played at Tennessee, 
and knew just two years into his career that he’d set this 
record. 

Part of me knew that because I probably had no idea 
what the current record happened to be when I was 10, 
but part of me knew it because he was already a total 
machine. I mean that in a literal sense, not in the way 
consistent sports stars are often referred to as machines. 
Someone actually had to plug Peyton Manning into the 
wall to charge each night after practice. 

Let’s back up. Peyton Manning became my favorite 
football player, but before him I had already spent about 
five years of my life watching and loving the NFL. My 
first favorite player was Deion Sanders. The Cowboys 
were America’s Team, in the midst of their Super Bowl 
Dynasty, and the high stepping, trash talking, dual-threat 
playmaker caught my 5-year-old eye. 

A similarly vociferous superstar was next. The 
Cowboys were the first NFL team I knew and watched, 
and with Primetime not receiving enough touches to truly 
hold my attention, his teammate, Michael Irvin took over 
my favorite player spot. Irvin just seemed so real. Even as 
a kid, I knew about his off-the-field troubles, and heard 
him draw the scorn of announcers for celebrating a 12- 
yard grab as if he’d scored a game-winning touchdown— 
and I loved it. He was fun, he was real, and he was 
absolutely electric. 

Next came Randy Moss. Another, even more talented 
wide receiver with more red flags than a miniature golf 
course, Randy Moss was Michael Irvin with better 
physical gifts. You need to know two things about Randy 
Moss: He was bom in Rand, West Virginia, and thinks 
that’s the most perfect coincidence to ever benefit 
humankind, and after his childhood favorite team, the 
Cowboys, passed on himon draft day, he responded with a 
160-yard, three touchdown performance against them as a 
rookie. 

Alternating with Moss during the late 90s while I was 
still warming up to the idea of a former Tennessee player 
leading my favorite professional football team was the 
reason the Colts were my favorite team. I’ve told this 
story before, but when you’re in third grade, and there’s a 
football player named Edgerrin, and all of his teeth are 
gold, and he has dreadlocks, that’s your favorite football 
player. 

There’s clearly a trend there. From Deion Sanders to 
Edgerrin James, my list of favorite football players reads 
like the first class inducted to the self-promotion hall of 
fame. They all either had gold jewelry, gold teeth, or

Muhlenberg finally showed 
signs of offensive life on the 
next drive, returning the kickoff 
to their own 39 yard line and 
following it up with a run off 
tackle down to the Adair 25. The 
Indians stuffed two more rush 
attempts, and then senior 
defensive back Austin Alley 
showed great closing speed to 
jump a route inside the ten yard 
line before turning on the jets 
and outrunning the Mustangs for 
a pick-six. The extra point was 
good, and Adair’s 39-0 lead with 
4:12 to go initiated the running 
clock on a game that had long 
been decided as the Indians 
cruised on Senior Night. 

“This group will always hold 
a special place for me,” Coach 
Gay said of his senior class. 
“They’re my first four-year 
group here, and it’s been great to 
see their growth. I told them 
early on that when things get 
rough they have to keep 
showing up and working hard, 
and they’re seeing that pay off. 
I’m glad they got the win on 
Senior Night, because this is a 
great group of guys.” 

Offensively, the Indians were 
led by Jordan Lasley’s 16-carry, 
133-yard, three-score outing, 
which raised his touchdown 
total to 22 on the season. Chance 
Melton added nine carries for 96 
yards, DaQuan Smith had five 


runs for 49 yards, Lonnie Grant 
six carries for 35 yards, and 
Dakota Price added one carry 
for three yards. 

Through the air, Melton went 
4-of-12 for 66 yards and a score, 
with Cameron Lasley’s two 
catches for 53 yards and a 
touchdown accounting for the 
majority of Adair’s damage in 


the passing game. Lonnie Grant 
added a nine yard catch and 
Jordan Lasley hauled in one pass 
for a four yard gain. 

Defensively, senior Austin 
Alley’s interception for 
touchdown was joined in the 
takeaway department by fellow 
senior Brandon Burton and 
junior Shea Martin who each 


recovered fumbles. Senior 
Dakota Price led the Indians in 
tackling on the night with 14, 
while junior Josh Brown had 10 
and seniors Dylan Conn and 
Logan Coomer had nine and 
seven tackles, respectively. 

This Friday, the Indians travel 
to Hart County for a 7 p.m. 
kickoff against the 1-7 Raiders.

both. They gave hilarious interviews, they were Hall of 
Fame caliber players, and they had egos even bigger than 
their games. Those were my favorite players before 
Peyton Manning. 

Peyton Manning is my favorite football player in the 
same way that the Grand Canyon is more beautiful than a 
Lamborghini Aventador. Thousands of engineers spent 
thousands of hours creating thousands of designs to make 
the Aventador look the way it does so that they could 
charge a zillion dollars for it and have it adorn the posters 
plastered to the bedroom walls of every little boy in the 
world. 

The Grand Canyon doesn’t care if you admire it. It isn’t 
man-made, and there’s no company or individual who can 
take credit for its incomprehensible grandeur. It doesn’t 
exist for you to marvel at its magnificence. It exists 
simply to exist, and while doing so, serves as the most 
incredible landmark in the country. Peyton Manning 
exists to throw touchdown passes, and while doing so, 
serves as the most incredible quarterback in the history of 
the NFL. 

There’s nothing flashy about him. While virtually every 
one of my other favorite athletes brings a level of 
excitement with their transcendent talent, Manning’s is a 
dominance of calm. He’s so in control, so precise, that it 
makes his performance almost boring. He’s conducting an 
orchestra in turn three at Daytona. 

In practices and interviews, he’s no different. You can 
tell he was raised as football royalty, giving harmless, 
aww shucks answers to both the most vitriolic criticisms 
and the loftiest praise, and even as he’s interviewed after 
record-setting or Super Bowl winning performances, 
looks as though he’s evaluating a Werther’s he found in 
the pocket of his khakis. 

He wears a visor, for crying out loud. A visor. Do you 
know who wears visors? Not guys named Edgerrin with 
gold teeth and dreadlocks.
